This application claims the benefit of priority of co-pending U.S. Provisional 
Patent Application Serial No. 60/461 ,588 entitled "Context Sensitive Data and 
Software Update System and Method" filed April 7, 2003 and U.S. Patent Application 
Serial No. 10/764,122 entitled System and Method for Mobile Data Update filed 
January 23, 2004 and U.S. Patent Application Serial No. 10/746,229 entitled Mobile 
10 Data and Software Update System and Method filed December 23, 2003. Priority of 
the filing dates are hereby claimed, and the disclosures of these applications are 
hereby incorporated by reference. 

BACKGROUND 

1. Field of the Invention 

15 The present invention relates generally to mobile computing systems and, 

more particularly, to management and update for data and applications in mobile 
computing systems. 

2. Description of the Related Art 

In recent years, many resources have been invested in the automation of 
20 back office and front office processes. For example, large sums of money have 
been spent on developing and purchasing sophisticated customer relationship 
management (CRM) and enterprise resource planning (ERP) systems. Although 
many organizations found the systems burdensome to implement and difficult to 
integrate with existing legacy data systems, many companies realized significant 
25 savings and efficiencies. These improvements helped contribute to widespread 
technology-led productivity increases.
